Strenuous Training Adopted at Fort Sheridan Hospital to Return 
Sanity of Men Afflicted on Battlefields

The medical department of the army Is entering Into one of the b iggest 
reconstruction prob lems that ever has confronted it. 
It is the prob lem of 
reclaiming “shell idiodrers” b y means of physical training and development. 
practice Is b eing tried out nt the new Fort Sheridan reconstruction hos­ 
pital. It is under the direction of Lieut. Col. Theodore S. Proxmlre, head of 
the hospital. 
Mnj. George AV. Woodnick is the athletic director of the 
;hospital and Charlie White, lightweight prize fighter, is In charge of the exor­ 
cises, Capt. F. A. Walters is in charge of the shell-shock ward. 
r . 
Already 40 cases have b een received from France. 
All of these men 
¡were in some stage of temporary Insanity as a result of shock. 
The theory 
on which the work is b eing done is that physical development first and mental 
development later will b ring ab out recovery. 
The first exercise the men are put through is rope skipping. Then comes 
¿ handball. This Is strenuous. 
After that comes light work in b asket b all, 
b oxing and the like. Every day the amount of work is increased until finally 
the man will b e getting the same amount of work as a b oxer in training for 
a big match. 
In some eases recovery Is effected in-os short a time as ten days. This 
has b een the fact In a numb er of cases at the new b ase. The men are then 
éent home on a furlough to lest up. 
Of the 40 cases In the hospital only a small percent?ge are violent. But 
ev en these work out under guard. 
Some will only work to music. 
Some 
prefer ragtime, while others show a liking for the classics. 
Meanwhile work 13 going forward at a rapid rate on the new b uildings of 
the hospital, which will he eq uipped to care for 1,500 men. The flmu capacity 
Is to b e o.OOo. Bu. dings—temporary wooden structures—are b eing b uilt all 
oy er the historic parade grounds. 


How German terrorism has extended 
even to the perversion of the ob jects

diers themselves and taught the goose 
step. 
“German civilians, weakened b y lack 
of food and knowing the murderous 
power of machine guns, are in awe of 
these youngsters, who are b eginning to 
give themselves the airs of Prussian 
officers. 
If this is true, it is a val­ 
uab le sidelight on militarism.”

Tho new Alaska Agricultural college 
and School of Mines under construc­ 
tion at Fairb anks, Alaska, ab out 100 
miles from the arctic circle, will train 
Its graduates to help develop Alaska 
along Its two main lines—agriculture 
and mining. 
Authorities assert this 
northern soil holds b ig things in b oth 
food and metals. 
Both United States government and 
Alaska territorial funds are b eing used 
>y the college. Congress, In 1915, des­ 
ignated a site for the school and set 
aside agricultural and mining lands in 
the Tun ¡mm valley for the support of 
the institution. Legislature voted $60,- 
000 for tho construction and purchase 
of eq uipment. An annual congression­ 
al appropriation of $50,000 Is expected 
to help maintain the school. 
The Fairb anks United States gov­ 
ernment agricultural station, now lo­ 
cated' on the college site, will b ecome 
part of the new Institution and will 
continue to draw its revenue or sup­ 
port from the federal government.

SCOUTS AIDED AT EXPLOSION. 


The value of organized b oyhood in 
an emergency was fully demonstrated 
In the cities of New Jersey to which 
refugees 
fled 
from 
South 
Amb oy, 
where the explosion of 
a great shell- 
loading plant occurred. 
No cull was issued for the b oys, b ut 
they responded of their own volition 
and worked us hard as they could, do­ 
ing everything and anything asked. 
Some of the scouts rode with the 
drivers of conveyances which were 
b ringing the people from Amb oy. They 
helped the refugees into the cars, car­ 
rying b ab ies, b undles and family pets, 
and making things comfortab le on the 
ride. 
Others acted os messengers in 
the armories, carried cots and b lan­ 
kets, swept floors, waited on the can­ 
teen 
workers, 
passed 
out 
refresh­ 
ments, entertained the children b y 
playing games with them, and, in fact, 
hoys could b e seen at all times b usy 
a s b ees, doing everything that was 
helpful.

Bangs was sent to Bang-b ang up in 
the Malay peninsula.

Instructions were to start a school for 
the Chinese and to open up mission 
work. The government had promised 
to provide the land for the school 
b uilding and Bangs expected to find 
waiting for him a very extensive sub ­ 
scription list signed b y wealthy Chi­ 
nese to meet the expenses of b uilding. 
Ho was instructed to present himself 
to the police inspector, who was sup­ 
posed to he heartily b acking the proj­ 
ect. Shortly after Bangs’ arrival the 
official was suddenly transferred for 
excellent reasons. Then Bangs discov­ 
ered that the names of all the b rothel 
keepers in the region were on his sub ­ 
scription list. 
They had no ob jections 
to sub scrib ing when tiie inspector of 
police argued the cause, b ut they felt 
very differently ab out paying out their 
cash when a young missionary came to 
collect the money. 
Meanwhile Bangs 
found that the contract for the school 
b uilding had b een let to a dishonest 
b uilder. 
He sent out 200 notices to 
leading Chinese inviting them to meet 
and confer on the proper action to he 
taken. No one came, 
lie called a 
meeting of his executive committee, 
with a similar response. 
Then he. 
jumped on his b icycle, scoured the 
highways and b yways of the jungle 
In the scorching sun, \vhich registeis 
110 degrees and no shade, every day, 
to round up his committee. 
The last 
memb er he roused from b ed and late 
at night called them to order. 
The 
project was revived and a new sub ­ 
scription list started which soon to­ 
taled $8,000. 
The school b egan tem­ 
porarily in an old church with 43 pu­ 
pils. 
At the same time preaching 
services in Chinese, Tamil and Malay 
were opened in tiie Jail, and a Young 
Men’s association for the Chinese, of­ 
fering opportunities which appealed 
greatly to the wealthy men, was organ­ 
ized. 
One effective means of raising 
money for the young men was to make 
a rule that whenever n $500 gift was 
registered the d'-nor might have his 
picture hung in the club rooms. 
lie 
finished the sclioolhouse, found the 
money to pay the contractor, tutored 
some b oys for the Camb ridge exami­ 
nations and turned the money in to 
pay for a Chinese preacher, put in 
enough time on the polygot languages 
of tío» district to make himself under 
stood, and, when I visited him, was on 
good terms with everyb ody in town, 
The missionary who cannot stand such 
acid tests as these need not apply for 
the job .—Tyler Dennett, in Asia Mag­ 
azine.

Few incidents will stir Americans 
with more justified satisfaction than 
the conduct of two American doctors 
i at Anne!, an outpost of Compiegne, on

the preceding night. 
The French sur­ 
geons and all the nurses were gone. 
The Germans were within a half-dozen 
kilometers and advancing. 
Heavy ar­ 
tillery, set in the hospital grounds, 
made a terrific din. 
But the American 
amb ulance sections kept on coming to 
Anncl Chateau. 
They did not know 
where else to go. 
Two Ited Cross 
doctors, Major Tarnowsy and » Major 
Morehead, stayed on in the deserted 
chateau. Two canteen women volunteer­ 
ed from Compelgne. The two doctors 
kept on operating, the canteen women 
handing them instruments and dress­ 
ings, the lied Cross truck drivers hold­ 
ing candles and b ringing in and carry­ 
ing out tiie wounded. 
A day and a 
night and a second day the two doc­ 
tors operated. The crisis passed. The 
regular attendants returned, the rou­ 
tine was resumed. 


B A D E N - PO W E LL AND SCOUT S. 


On the anniversary of the outb reak 
of the war in Europe, Liaut. Gen. Rob ­ 
ert S. S. Baden-Powell, founder of the 
b oy scout movement, addressed the fol­ 
lowing cab legram to the Boy Scouts 
of America:

The eyes

v inced that we hav e frequently seen 
eyes flash. But no rage or emotion of 
any sort can change the glistening of 
the eye. 
The flashing or glistening of 
the eye depends wholiy upon reflected 
light. That light is reflected from two 
places, the pupil and the white, and 
neither of these brightnesses is gov ­ 
erned by the mental or emotional state.

Find Historic Relics. 
Ex cavators for the Brookly n Rapid 
Transit subway tunnel to Brookly n, un­ 
der Whitehall street, came upon a large 
number of piles which had been Im­ 
bedded in the mud at that point since 
Revolutionary day s. 
The site of the 
historic find was, at one time, that of 
the old Whitehall ferry , whence Gen. 
George Washington embarked one De­ 
cember day in 178 3, immediately after 
ho had hidden farewell to his officers 
at Fraunce’s tavern, at Broad and 
Pearl streets, four blocks away . While 
the diggers were hoisting up the old 
piles they also found some old wooden 
mains used during the administration 
of Aaron Burr as water commissioner 
of the city .

Two blocks away the hull of an old 
wooden ship was found 15 feet be­ 
neath the surface of the street, a y ear 
or two ago, while further “inshore,” 
near Broad and Front streets, huge 
clam shell beds were dug up, showing 
that at one thnp the shore line had 
been further Inland.

SIZE DIDN'T COUNT 


Tho ught That Heartened Yo ung 
British So ldier, 


Helped to Ov erco me Natural Nerv o us­ 
ness o f His First Phy sical Im­ 
pact With the Huns—Realized 
It Was "Fight o r Die.'* 


Tommy Kehoe, a six teen-y ear-old 
Eng lish boy , tells how he "g ot his first 
Hu n.” Not a hu ndred feet away they 
were when ou r lads were ju mping to 
the parapet to meet them with their 
bay onets. 
I made a leap for the top 
of the ladder, g rabbed at It, missed 
and slipped back. 
Somebody reached 
ou t a hand and pu lled me u p. 
Almost on u s they were. Oh, nev er 
In my worst dreams—and I’v e bad 
many a bad one since then—hav e 1 
seen a more dreadfu l sig ht than that. 
They came at u s ou t of the dark like 
fiends from another world, like the 
pictu res I’v e seen of men from Mars, 
for their heads were cov ered with the 
most ev il looking masks that any body 
cou ld imag ine, masks with hu g e rou nd 
ey es and long , pig g ish snou ts. 
Shells 
were bu rsting abov e lhem, machine 
g u ns were tearing throu g h their ranks 
and their masks were white and g hast­ 
ly in the lig ht of the rockets. Many a 
time I had thou g ht of what war wou ld 
be like, bu t nev er had I thou g ht I 
shou ld look on su ch a sig ht as that. 
"Fig ht or die, Tommy Kehoe! Fig ht 
or die!” 
That’s what I told my self as 
I 
crou ched in front of the sand bag s, 
with my bay onet ready for them. 
Whopping big men they were, head 
and shou lders abov e me. 
Bu t as I 
waited 
there 
a 
thou g ht 
Hashed 
throu g h me of the Bantam reg iment, 
little fellows scarcely big g er than 1, 
■who had made g ood ag ainst ev en those 
g iant Pru ssians. Size didn’t cou nt be­ 
hind a bay onet. It was qu ickness that 
cou nted. I was su re of It. If it didn’t, 
then It was all ov er with me. 
Ev en then, when they were almost 
u p to u s, how the g u ns were mowing 
them down! It looked u s if none cou ld 
be left In a moment or two. Bu t those 
that didn’t fall came on like madmen 
and pou red throu g h the lanes where 
the big g u ns had lev eled ou r wires. 
One—h • was n six -footer if he was 
an lu ch—ran straig ht for me with his 
bay onet. I crou ched and thru st at him 
—thru st u pward. 
His bay onet went 
ov er my shou lder. 
Ht> stag g ered and 
fell ov er my g u n. 
I lu \d g ot him! 
I 
had g ot him! In the stomach! 
*Twas lu cky for me there was no 
time to think ov er It or to >tand there 
g aping at him—the dead nu n hang ing 
oy er my g u n with his masked head 
almost tou ching me 
for it was horri­ 
ble. For a second or two I tu rned diz­ 
zy and sick. Bu t It whs fig ht, ag ain or 
die. I jerked my rifle hack mid stu m­ 
bled ov er the dead man as he flopped 
to the g rou nd. 
"Make for tlu ir stomachs. Tommy 
Kehoe! 
Make for their stomachs!” I 
told my self. “Size don’t cou nt.” 


Find Historic Relics. 
Ex cav ators tor the Brookly n Rapid 
Transit su bway tu nnel to Brookly n, u n­ 
der Whitehall street, came u pon a larg e 
nu mber of piles which had been im­ 
bedded in the mu d at that point since 
Rev olu tionary day s. 
The site of the 
historic find was. at one time, that of 
the old Whitehall ferry , whence Gen. 
Georg e Washing ton embarked one De­ 
cember day In 1783, Immediately after 
ho had hidden farewell to His officers 
at Frau nce’s tav ern, at Broad and 
Pearl streets, fou r blocks away . While 
the dig g ers were hoisting u p the old 
piles they also fou nd some old wooden 
mains u sed du ring the administration 
of Aaron Bu rr as water commissioner 
of the city . Many old relics hav e been 
du g u p in tills section of the city with 
the ex cav ating for the new tu nnel. 
Two blocks away the hu ll of an old 
wooden ship was fou nd 15 feet be­ 
neath the su rface of the street, a y ear 
or two ag o, while fu rther “inshore,” 
near Broad and Front streets, hu g e 
clam shell beds were du g u p, showing 
that at one time the shore line had 
been fu rther Inland. 


Garlic to Be Impo rted. 
Becau se of the scarcity of food in 
Eu rope and the difficu lty of transporta­ 
tion, the war board discou rag ed the im­ 
portation of food produ cts from Eu ­ 
rope, hoping to sav e them for home 
consu mption and to sav e tonnag e.

my and navy, according to an official 
announcement by the national cam­ 
paign committee. 
This is the largest 
*um ever raised as an outright gift in 
the history of the world. 
Fourteen states pledged 15 per cent 
in excess of their quotas, Arizona 
heading the list with 248 per cent. 
A feature of the campaign was the 
manner In which men of the army and 
navy themselves, and the Inhabitants 
of foreign countries contributed to the 
fund. The army and navy gave $018,- 
130. 
China gave $1,000,000; Russia, 
$11,000; Cuba, $275,000; Japan, $300,- 
000; Mexico, $114,000, and Porto Rico, 
$82,000. 


Sodium Fluorid Found to Be 
Most Effective Substance to 
I 
Kill the Bothersome Roaches 


Government entomologists, by study 
of the habits of roaches, have found 
that these insects frequently cleanse 
their legs and antennae when any dirt 
or powder comes In contact with these 
appendages. These are at once drawn 
through the mouth parts of the insects 
and in this way cleaned. As a result, 
e certain amount of any powdered 
substance applied directly to a roach 
or through which it may crawl Is taken 
Into the mouth and presently, wheth­ 
er distasteful or not, finds Its way 
Into the stomach. 
Therefore it Is not 
necessary to mix a stomach poison in 
powdered form with an attractive bait, 
since the chances are much greater 
that the poison will reach the stomach 
through Its habit of cleansing itself 
than through the eating of poison 
half. 
Sodium fluorid, according to the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, was found to be the most rapid 
killer of roaches of all,the substances 
tested. 
Pyrethrum 
powder, 
pure, 
killed practically all roaches within 
48 hours, but its effectiveness was 
greatly reduced when slightly diluted. 
Borax was found to be very slow and 
was only partially effective in kitch­ 
en tests. 
Thirty-eight miscellaneous 
materials were found to be ineffective.

American Red Cross workers dur­ 
ing the war knitted 14,089,000 gar­ 
ments for the army and navy, accord­ 
ing to a report made public by the 
headquarters of the organization.

Plan on Foot to Reclaim 
Dismal Swamp, Picturesque

Dfsmnl swamp, which lies just south 
of Norfolk, Va., partly in that state 
and partly In North Carolina, Is one of 
the most picturesque wildernesses in 
the eastern United States. 
Although 
It may be reached from the busy port 
of Norfolk within a few hours by a 
boat which plies daily up and down a 
small canal, the Dismal swamp re­ 
mains an unspoiled wilderness where 
black bears and panthers still roam, 
while the smaller creatures of the wild 
exist in abundance. 
The thick jungles and bottomless 
bogs at 
once 
offer 
perfect 
hiding 
plRces for the wild things and ob­ 
stacles to the hunter which ore often 
impassable. Then, too, the swamp Is 
alive with snakes— the deadly copper­ 
head and moccasin being especially 
abundant— and this fact alone detracts 
considerably from the popularity of 
the pince as a pleasure resort. 
It is nevertheless regularly visited 
by some liardy hunters, and is the de­ 
light of naturalists and scientists of all 
kinds, who here find what they most 
love— unspoiled primitive nature. 
The Dismal swamp has great possi­ 
bilities of future usefulness. 
In the 
first place, it contains some of tho 
deepest and richest deposits of peat 
in the United Suites, and this fuel is 
undoubtedly to be used In this coun­ 
try in the near future. 
Furthermore, 
engineers sny that the swamp can be 
drained, and that it will then become 
one of the richest hits of farm land in 
America. 
Indeed, one man has al­ 
ready demonstrated this by draining 
a few hundred acres of the swamp and 
raising phenomenal crops on it. 


Peat Is Used in Place of 
Cotton Surgical Dressing 


Pent Is so antiseptic and absorbent 
that It is used as a dressing for 
wounds, and Is an excellent substitute 
for medicated cotton. 
This fact was 
recognized many years ngo in Europe, 
where sphagnum peat is now exten­ 
sively 
used 
In 
preparing 
surgical 
dressings. 
According to a scientist 
who has made a detailed study of peat 
deposits in the northern United States, 
there are many square miles of sphag­ 
num bog in the northern counties of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan 
that would supply material suitable 
for antiseptic applications. 
It will not 
be necessary to incur the expense of 
deep excavation, for immense quanti­ 
ties of sphagnum can be taken from 
tho upper parts of the deposits. Sphag­ 
num peat is also abundant In Maine, 
and some is found In New York and 
Pennsylvania. 


More Storms in Midwinter. 


According to the 
records 
of 
the 
weather bureau storms are not especi­ 
ally prevalent ut the time of either 
the vernal or the autumnal equinox. 
The greatest number of storms oceur 
in midwinter and the fewest In mid­ 
summer and the number at the time 
of the equinoxes Is about midway be­ 
tween these extremes.

It is stated that the cleanest town 
in the world Is Brock, in Holland.

lias been famous for its cleanliness 
from time immemorial.

AWAY WITH MONEY 


Japanese Idea of a Paradise of 
Peace. 


Claim Made That Complete Abolition 
of "Filthy Lucre” Would Promote 


Equality in Public Life of Man­ 
kind—Ticket System Urged. 


W e will moke here a suggestion 
which furnishes us a method to pre­ 
vent the appearance of the rich, and 
avert the consequent result of the dif­ 
ference between rich and poor. The 
suggestion consists of the entire dis­ 
use of the money over the world, In 
order to give the struggle for exist­ 
ence a check, to make away with the 
difference of rich and poor, and thus 
to promote peace and equality in the 
public life of mankind. 
It is through the medium of the 
money that wealth is accumulated, and 
the accumulation entails the difference 
of rich and poor, with Its resultant 
struggle for existence. 
This state of things is most undesir­ 
able. The end of mankind is not to be 
proud of individual talent or ability, 
but to co-enjoy the peace of the world. 
Just as In a family, and any cause 
which brings about any inequality in 
public life must be radically elim­ 
inated. 
It is for this reason that we 
dare to suggest the disuse of the money 
to prevent the difference of rich and 
poor. 
W hat crafty fellow ever produced 
the money for use in human life? 
Of 
course, natlonnli§ ation of various val­ 
uables, such as gold, silver, jewels, etc., 
shall be implied in the disuse of the 
money and their ownership by Individ­ 
uals he prohibited. 
Such valuables 
retain their values only when they are 
used as a means of Inequality, but will 
be nothing more than those pebbles on 
the road when equality is to be preva­ 
lent. 
They may have some value in 
giving us a good feeling on account 
of their elegance, then they may be 
used, under public ownership, for the 
decoration 
of 
shrines, 
temples, 
churches, halls, ami many o ther Ifke 
buildings to the common pleasure of 
the public at large. 
Most complicated troubles may arise 
from 
the adjustment of properties 
after the enforcement of the disuse of 
the money. 
W ith the proposed sug­ 
gestion mines, railroads, ships, electric 
and gas plants, waterworks, and many 
other properties essential to the com­ 
mon Interest of a nation shall he trans­ 
ferred to the national ownership, not 
to say of tiie nationalization of land, 
and they shall be equally compensated 
for, as for the confiscation of money 
and several bonds, with a kind of reg­ 
istration bond newly issued for tiie 
purpose, which should have the char­ 
acteristic of temporary 
transitional 
means 
until 
an 
improved 
feature 
makes its appearance in a new so­ 
ciety. 
In other regards individuals may he 
permitted to retain their own property, 
personal and real, and maintain their 
professions or occupations. Transac­ 
tions shall be carried on by the ex­ 
change of kind in kind, or barter. 
But as barter is too Inconvenient to he 
enforced, a ticket system may be taken 
for the remedy of this defeat. 
As has 
been stated, our ideal disuse of the 
money does not admit any accumula­ 
tion of wealth, and so the tickets shall 
be given each n certain period «f time, 
say 10, 20, 30 years or more, during 
which they can he In use, and after 
which their circulation censes. 
When this is accomplished, there 
can be no more complaints, no more 
dissatisfactions, 
no 
more contradic­ 
tions, and no more misunderstandings, 
and the world will be reorganized into 
a paradise of peace.—Seiji ro Bawa- 
fehixna in Dal Nippon.
